tality and cruelty to furnish alert re- 
porters the matl/er for thc-ir skatohas. 
Murder.-*, suicides, theft;, outrages, and 
imparity are fur too common. But is 
this nil? 


An Eiisteni pupor rejoices to answer 


No. These things are but the foul ex- 
crescences of life. Not all men are 
demons. lu quiet boinea love presides 
and domestic eu.-Jearments sweeten ex- 
istence. Notwithstanding 
tho 
eager 


baste to become rich in our land, there 
are 
nullioutt 
of men 
of unsullied 


integrity. Not for their light hand 
•would 
they 
defrand 
their 
neigh- 


bors or betray confidence. There is too 
a genial sympathy for one's race throb- 
bing in the bosom of myriads and only 
waiting an occasion to demonstrate its 
power. 
Some hearts are apparently 


etony, but even they are touched by the 
sight of suffering. 
The helplessness of 


tho sick, like 
the prophet's wand, 


causes the rock to send forth rills. Men 
feel thu kinship of the nice. How many 
stories do '.ve hear of service vecdored 
Jby stranger hands tn the sick traveler 
on board the ours! The sight of a lan- 
guishing, dying man, not only checks 
boisterous mirth or idiot laughter, but 
prompts the proffer of friendly aid. 


And it is not the cultured and refined 


alone that respond to the promptings 
of sympathy. It is not gentle women 
exclusively that ask, What oiin we do to 
soothe pain or lighten the load of nnx 
iety? Hough men sbow that pitying 
beartH throb ia their bosoms. For 
service at railroad stations men of great 
physical strength are usually sought to 
perform heavy work. Too often they 
are treated by impatient travelers with 
coarse incivilities. It were not strange 
if they steeled themselves with a surly 
indifference to censures and complaints; 
and \vhere such is the case, one conic 
hardly expect them to feel keenly for 
others' distress. And yet we have seen 
euob, when a sick and stricken traveler 
needed to be moved from one train to 
another, handle the sufferer with as 
tauch tenderness us a pitying mother 
bandies her babe. Tears brimmed their 
eyes and told that a coars? exterior of! 
covers a gentle heart. May not the 
pessimist and the misanthrope then 
alike cease their criticisms? There is a 
great deal of crime iu the world; stil 
the heart of humanity beats strong with 
sympathy, and Christendom is not drift- 
ing into barbarism. 


The most profitable newspaper in 


the world, thu London Times, is 
valued at $25,000,000 and the moat 
valuable in France, the Petti-Jour 
nal, earns 8300,000 a year net, al 
tbouzh a dozen years ago it -was in 
solvent.

PARTY fl)IMi?liTE*jaA.TIOJ!l(. 


New York Nation. 


Two eminent citizens of Connecti- 


cut, a Elaine Republican and a Dem- 
ocrat, were recently talking over the 


olitical situation. Both are astute 
aoliticians and close observers. Said 
ihe Democrat, who is an earnest 
civil-service reformer: "If an im- 
portant election were to be held in 
Jonnecfcieut to morrow, 50 per cent, 
of the Democratic voters would stay 
away from the polls because of clis- j 
satisfaction with the way in which 
the Cleveland Administration 
has 


distributed the offices." Said the 
Republican, who has been a working 
Dolitician for years: "At the same 
election 50 per "cent, of the Republi- 
can voters would stay away from the 
lolls because they would not bo wili- 
ng to disapprove the course of the 
Cleveland Administration." "What 
does it all mean?" asked the Demo- 
crat. "It means," replied the Re- 
•mblican, "that the old parties are 
oing to places, and I for one am 


ready for it." 


No close observer can doubt that 


/bore is a similar condition of affairs 
n nearly every othei State in the 
Union. The estimate 
which the 


Jonnecticut authorities quoted above 
_ive of the dissatisfied in each party 
strikes us as excessive, bat that there 
Is a large number of such voters in 
both organizations cannot be ques- 
tioned. The feeling that since the 
Rapublicans have had all the offices 
for a quarter oi' a century it is no 
more than fair that the Democrats 
should have a ohnnoe at them now, 
is very general in thu Demonratic 
party." Every Democrat 
who has 


been seeking an office and has not 
got it, is doing his best t» aggravate 
this feeling. He represents the 
woTkers of the party - the men w!iose 
business it is to get out the sluggish 
voters on elec'ion day. 
If these 


workers were to refraia from all ex- 
ertions at an election because of their 
personal disappointment, there would 
undoubtedly be a great fulling off in 
the Democratic vote. We doubt, 
however, if the loss would amount to 
one-half of the whole. It is notorious 
that Democrats are very reluctant to 
desert their party. They growl all 
through a campaign, anil then vote 
solidly the party ticket when election 
day arrives. That many of them are 
growling now everybody knows, but 
when it comes to the question of de- 
serting their party because the Pres- 
ident of their choice is keeping his 
pledges and giving the country an 
honest, non partisan Administration, 
we do not believe that more than 10 
per cent, of them al most will be 
equal to the emergency. It is notice- 
able of all the growliug that it is 
done in private. No important Dem- 
ocratic juurnal haslet ventured to 
oppose the President's course, and 
no Democratic Convention has adopt- 
ed a platform openly disapproving 
it. 
\Ve hazard the prediction that 


in the campaigns of this Autumn 
there will not be a Democratic stump 
speaker who will venture to speak 
anything but praise of the President. 
That is the perplexing thing about 
the Democratic discontent. 
It must 


be borne in silence. To formulate 
it is to show its absolute unworthi- 
U6E9. 


On the Republican side the situa- 


tion is no less 
interesting. The 


party is already divided into two 
sections. 
Upon one side are the 


Boorbons, who are determined to 
cling to the old superstition that the 
Democratic party is made np main- 
ly of unscrupulous m<jn who are bent 
upou the ruin of the country. They 
will nor admit that anything good 
has been done or will be done by the 
present Administration. They have 
completely changed ground on the 
question 
of 
civilservice reform. 


They declared all through last year's 
campaign that Cleveland would nev- 
er he able to keep his pledges if elect- 
ed, and no matter how well disposed 
he might be, personally, his party 
would inevitable control him. Now 
that this prophesy has failed of ful- 
fillment, they tuin about and civil 
service reform is a humbug anyway, 
that the offices belong to politics,and 
that of all Pharisaical and hypocriti- 
cal pretences ever adopted, that of 
the present Admi.nistrasion, that it is 
giving the country non partisan rule 
is the most contemptible. Rather 
than honor and praise the President 
they are willing to return to the old 
doctrines of spoils. 
They have 


been forced into this position by the 
growling of the Democrats, which 
made it useless to assert that the 
President is not sincerely parrying 
onthis professed reform policy. 


But the Bourbon section of the 


Republican party is dwindling every 
day, and the other section, which 
think well of the President and be- 
lieves in supporting him ia every 
worthy act, is increasing. The steady 
straightforward, simple, honest, bus- 
ness-like course of the Administration 
is napping the life of every Bourbon 
principal. 
It cacnot be said any 


longer that the "country is in peril" 
whenever the Democrats are likely 
to come into power. That "princi- 
ple" was the bulwark which saved 
the Republican party in many a con- 
flict but it is gone forever. 
It 


was summed up in the "sectional 
issue," and how completely that has 
been buried the solemn exercises of 
the present week will bear most em 
phatic testimony. The final words 
of General Grant upon that subject, 
together with the spectacle of North- 
ern aud Southern soldiers walking 
together beside his bier, will be suf 
ficient to silence even the Bourbona. 
As Horace Greeley said of them 
years ago: "Your attempt to found a 
great enduring party upon the hatred 
and wrath necessarily engendered 
by a bloody civil war, is as though 
you had founded a oolonv on an ice- 
berg which somehow drifted into a 
tropical ocean." That their attempt 
has failed is clpar enough for all men 
to see. Even Simon Cameron, one 
of the most devoted of its adherents, 
sees it, for he han telegraphed to the 
son of General Grant a hearty 
com- 


mendation of the selection of two ex- 
Confederate generals for pall-bearers 
at the General's funeral, adding: 
"Your father's prayer for peace to 
his country has been auswerecl, and 
the last bitterness of the war wiped 
out forever.'' 


The 
growling 
of 
disappointed 


Democrats and the bitter denuncia- 
tions of Bonrbon Republicans pro- 
ceed from the same kind of men in 
both parties—the men, namely, who 
love the old methods and do not wish 
to see them done away with. These 
men may be able to control one-half 
of the voters in each of the old 
parties, but we do not believe it. 
Sooner or later they will come to- 
gether in a party of their own, and 
opposed to them . will be the m 
who approve the coarse of President 
Cleveland and are determined to up- 
hold him in it. It is our firm belief 
that the latter class contains a clear 
majority of the American people, and 
tha; thfiir attachment to old party 
names is weakened daily. 


The growth of Nebraska during 


the decade between 1870 and 1880 
was more rapid than that of any other 
State in the Union, with the single 
exception of Colorado; and, consid- 
ering how much smaller the popula 
tion of Colorado was than that of 
Nebraska in 1870, the increase of 267 
per cent, in the latter State w&s quite 
as remarkable as the 387 per cent, in 
the former. 
Thy census just taken 


shows that Nebraska still continues 
to grow at a wonderful pace, almost 
complete returns indicating a popu- 
lation of nearlv 700.000 in 1885, 
against 452,402 in 1880—a gain of 
about 50 per cent, in five years. 


In the new division of the supervising 


districts of the Pension O ffice, which 
nre reduced from twenty to five, the 
fifth district comprises Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Montana. Wyoming, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Idaho, Utah, Arizona, Wash 
icgton Territory, Oregon, Nevada and 
California.

The Bulletin says: The cattlemen 


who have been ordered to remove their 
stock from the Indian territory ara now 
the object of considerable interest to the 
Central Pacific Railroad. About nine 
hundred thousand bend of stock must 
bo moved to some other pasturage, and 
the question as to where they pliill go 
is not only an important one but n dif- 
ficult one to settle. Nearly all Ihe graz- 
ing lund in that section of the country 
has been occupied, and them is said to 
be none nearer than the northern part 
of Mexico. The Central Pacific, there- 
fore, is desirous of getting tho cattle- 
men to remove to Nevada and Ut.ub, 
and has issued u circular to them set- 
ting forth the advantages of that section 
of the country. The distance is souie- 
(vhiit further thtin thiit to Mexico, 
but 


there can be found this WBJ advantages 
tlint will more than compensate tho riis- 
advautagps of a long drive. An effort 
will be made to inspect Utah and Neva- 
da before deciding upou stock ranges. 


It bas been discovered that what is on 


the maps, tha southwest corner of the 
Indian Territory, is debatable land, it 
being yet unsettled \\helber it belongs 
to TUTUS or to the Territory. 
The 


southern boundary us fixed by law is 
the Red river; bnt toward the west end 
ol this boundary the river forUs. 
The 


most southerly fork bus been chosen as 
the boundary, but it is claimed by*' Tex- 
as tbut th» northern fork is the true 
boundary, und that the territory between 
the two forks, some 5,000 square miles 
in extant belongs to her. The lund has 
nl! been taken, aud until the disputed 
boundary is settled it is not probable 
thut the holders «'ill bn required to 
move under the President's order.
